ing charge w hatever.’’ 
He thought the moral of these new 
developments is th at the ponderous bat­ 
tleship m ust go and be replaced by the 
small, sw ift torpedo gunboat and cruiser.

Although she was devoted to her 
husband and the breath of slander 
never touched her name, as much can­ 
not be said of her consort. 
After a few years “Unser Fritz” fell 
111, and the devotion of his wife so 
touched bls heart that thereafter he 
became a model husband. The tragic 
story of Victoria’s fight for her hus­ 
band’s life In order to allow him to 
succeed his father on the throne of 
united Germany is well known. It was 
a hard and bitter struggle for the Eng­ 
lish princess against overwhelming 
odds, but she succeeded, and Frederick 
survived his father three months, dy­ 
ing of cancer of the throat on June 15, 
1888. 
Though popular at first In Germany, 
the empress later Incurred the 111 will 
of her husband’s subjects. 
One rea­ 
son was that she opposed Bismarck’s 
plans, another that she displayed an­ 
tagonism to the semldespotlc govern­ 
ment prevailing In Germany, her Ideal 
of rule being a limited monarchy such 
as exists in England. 
The Empress 
Frederick Las since her marriage been 
a close and conscientious student of 
government and. .sociology, devoting 
mucn time and attention to socialism, 
although she does not agree with Its 
tenets. 
She had wonderful influence 
over her husband, so much so that she 
was accused of dominating the gen- 
etous, open hearted “Fritz." Probably 
his political views would not have 
been so liberal as they were except 
under her Influence, but there Is no 
evidence that she ever made any mis­ 
use of her power or directed it toward 
unworthy ends. 
It was rumored some time ago that 
the dowager empress had been married 
secretly to Count Seckendorf, a Ger­ 
man gentleman and otficial of high 
connections. Some color is lent to the 
tale by the fact that It has never been 
denied by the Imperial family, and iv 
Is believed in some quarters. Positive 
confirmation or denial of the report Is 
of course impossible. 
Although the Empress Frederick has 
always been dignified and proud, she 
has also been noted for her philan­ 
thropy. Long after her death the phll-
